DIFFICULTIES. 


FINANCIAL 


London.—-The ‘peculiar difficul- 

ties under which the missionary 
socictics ure labouring at this time 
of financial. crisis ,were discussed 
fully and frankly, but in a most 
optimistic spirit'at the annual 
conference of British’ Missionary 
Societies which was held at Hod 
desdon, nenr London. 
‘The essential problem at the mo. 
ment said Mr, Wilson Cash, the 
seeretary of the Church Mission- 
ary ‘Society, was not the balancing 
of the budget at home but the 
welfare of the.churches abroad. at 
the same time the societies: had a 
speeta) responsibility for evangelis- 
ing England, “Bring the pagan 
people of England into the chur- 
ches and .vitalise them;” he said, 
“and you Will, af tho ‘same time 
be enlarging: the missionary con- 
atituency.”’ 

The estimate was quoted by one 
speaker that not more than 20 per 
cent of those already in the chur- 
ches were recruited into the army 
of those who support foreign mis- 
sions, while another declared that 2 
contribution of two shillings from 
every member of the church congre 
gations would wipe out the ‘deficit 
of the missionary socictics. 

It was cheering. to hear from the 
Sceretary of the Conference that 
contributions during last’ yenr ta 
the chief societies had gone down 
by only 3 per cent. On the other 
hand he spoke of the constantly 
widening gap. between the work 


undertaken and the income raised] * 


to carry it on. For in the last 
twenty years while the number of 
workor'y sent out by the five chief 
socieli¢s hnd increased by 36 per 
cent the aggregate only 18 per cent 
in the first ton years of income of 
those pocieties fad increased by 
that period, ond. there had remain- 
‘ed practically stationary.
